The Fiscal Court transacted some 
very important business at its meet- 
ing this week.

The court in fixing 
the levy set aside one-half cent on 
each $100 of assessed property to ( 
create a special fund to buy a site | 
and erect and equip a building. This 
is expected to raise about $600. This j 
amount will of course have to besup- 
plemented by other funds and dona- [ 
tions. The one-half cent is taken 
from the road and bridge fund. The 
law requires that the action be re- 1 
ported to the State Tuberculosis As-, 
sociation, which has a voice in select- 
ing the site.

School Districts and Neighborhood* 

Can Do a Little Community Work 
From Time to Time. 

W' n ' • immunity baring dirt

In the year. 

We ought to try to keep them that 
•way, says a Missouri writer In the 
Farm Progress. We can do ao by In- 
|! dividual efforts. School districts and 
neighborhoods can do a little commu- 
nity work from time to time through 
the winter and the roads will be good 
*t leaat until the deep thaws next 
March. 

i I know how It Is In a good many 
Neighborhoods. If there Is one man 
who gets the road dragging fever and 
works a few days now and then on the 
highway, the rest of the community 
looks on. Finally thp lone worker gets 
disgusted. He has reason to when 
there is no co-operation. 

Ijast fall ftcven of us living along 
-one of the county seat highways man- 
aged to keep up our Interest nearly all 
winter. We hitched to the road drng 
every chance we got. une man was 
plowing ubntit a mile down tho road 
from his house. Instead of riding back 
and forth in a wugon, he hitched his

team to the road drag, making two 
.round trips of a two-miles each every 
day. That road was In excellent shape 
nearly all winter. It Is still one of the 
J beat pieces of highway in the county 
> y with the exception of the metalled 
H roads. 

South of here a few miles the mer- 
chants In a little town resorted to a 
dozen different plans to get the farm 
«rs to keep dragging the roads last 
winter. They made price reductlona 
to the men who drove into town pull 
•tig road drngs. The farther the drags 
had come the more the reductions 
They advertised these plans extensive- 
m ly, gained ti good deal of trade, had a 
Q steady trade all winter because of the 
good roads and the whole community 
was benefited by better transportation 
'facilities. 

It Is remarknble how many miles ol 
Toad a man can drag who gives some 
thought and Just a little time to keep- 
ing the highways In good shape. Nc 
.matter how badly ' cut up" the high 
way may be if tho surface Is soft the 
Toad drag will smooth it down wonder- 
fully. There was hardly a week last 
winter when every one of the seven 
men who formed the agreement failed 
to drag five or six milts of tho high 
way. 

Where the school Is lively and vig 
orous there Is always a chance of get- 
ting up some road-dragging enthusiasm 
there. Every man In the neighborhood 
la interested In the school; that the 
women are Interested goes without 
aaylng. Oood roads all winter mean 
a better attendance.

KEEP THE STRAIGHT ROADS 

(Department of Agriculture Advocate? 
Building Highways Around Mills 
Instead of Over Them. 

The I/nlted States department of ag- 
riculture is advocating the plan of 
building roads around hills Instead of 
over them From the road builder " 
standpoint this Is a Blmple way to 
avoid expensive grading. From the 
practical standpoint It will never do, 
except perhaps in a few exceptional 
cases. The straight section line roads 
give the farmer rectangular fields, 
which are worked with the minimum 
of Inconvenience. A triangular Held, 
or one odd shaped In any way, greatly 
Increases the labor of almost every 
field opu-atlon. Added to this Incon- 
venience of farmers is the danger to 
road users from curves In these days 
of rapidity moving automobiles. The 
only practical way to do away with 
hills In the roads la to cut through

Of Spaniards-Sharp Rep- 
resentations Made.

The (fruition is giving grave con- 
cern io authorities here. The United 
States haa urdertaken to extend to 
Spaniards in Mexico the same protec- 
tion it affords Americans resident 
tn?re, and Ambassador Riant was 
assured that nothing will be left un- 
done to assure for the unfortunates 
at Torreon every right to which they 
are entitled un !er internatirn d law 
and usage. 

Spain proposes to exhaust every 
resource to pro'.ect her people, it 
wus rmde plain when Rear-Admiral 
Mayo at Tampico cabled the Navy 
Department thit the commanding 
• fficer of the British cruiser Her- 
moinehid been instructed to care 
for Spaniurda at thot port. Officials 
here did nut comment on this de- 
velopment. 

The State I) ?par ment, as well as 
the Spanish embassy here, is em- 
barra sed in dealing with the Tor- 
reon situation by a lack of exact in- 
formation as to the extent of the 
expulsion decree and how far it has 
been executed. It ia understood 
Villa, in a public speech, told the 
Spaniards of Torreon they were to 
be deported en masse, that a com- 
mission would be appointed to ex- 
amine into each individual case, and 
that such of them as could establish 
the fact that they have rendered no 
aid to Huerta would be permitted 
to return. 

The gravity of the problem has 
been increased by unofficial but credi- 
ble information that this policy of 
expulsion of the Spaniards is to be 
of general application; that as rapidly 
as the Constitutionals extend their 
control they intend to drive out the 
Spaniards and seize their property. 

An attempt to carry out such a 
plan would meet with determined 
opposition from the United States 
Government. Officials say the Span, 
iards are in Mexico under the pro- 
visions of treaty conferring the right 
of residence, trade and travd and 
anything Mki a sweeping deporation 
under these circumstances would*be 
in violation of ti e principles of in- 
terna' icr.al law, and would form a 
p-oper subject of resentment by the 
Spanish Government, even to the ex- 
tent ot hostile measures if need be.

"General" Mrs. Drummond Acts 
in Unladylike Manner In 
JLondon Police Court.

London, April 10.— Pandemonium 
reigned in Marlborough Street Police 
Court when "General" Mrs. Flora 
Drummond, the militant suffragette, 
was brought up again and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $10 or go to prison 
for two months for creating a dis- 
turbance in Hyde Park during the 
Unionist rally on Saturday. 

Mrs. Drummond was so violent 
that three policemen had to pinion 
her and remove her hat pins before 
the Magistrate found opportunity 
during a pause to pronounce sent- 
Jfnice. 

^ The "General" vehemently declar- 
ed that she would never pay the fine. 
She was forcibly removed to a cell. 

All the time Mrs. Drummond was 
in court she kept up a fierce strug- 
gle with the police and warders, and 
shrieked denunciations. Even a sis- 
ter militant suffragette was the vie 
tim of a verbal attack because she 
did not storm the prisoners' enclose- 
ure and rescue the "General." 

Seizing a policeman's metal whis- 
tle, Mrs. Drummond flung it at the 
Magistrate's head, but he dodged 
the missile. 

Taking advantage of the diver- 
sion Mrs. Drummond sprang from 
the enclosure, but was carried back 
shouting and strugg'ing. 

Later, however, when she had be- 
come calmer Mrs Drummond was 
released, as either she or some one 
else had paid her fine.

New Reports of Villa's Out- 
rageous Treatment of 
Foreigners. 



El Paso, Texas, April 10.— Reports 
of oppressive treatment inflicted by 
Villa on H. S. Cunard-Cummins, 
acting British vice-consul atTorreon, 
of the defeat of a rebel column sent 
against San Pedro, and that the fed- 
eral general. Velasco, had joined 
General Hidalgo a Saltillo, swelling 
the federal army to thirteen thous- 
and men, were brought here by two 
newspaper correspondents from Tor- 
reon. Hidalgo, they said, was try- 
ing to reach Torreon with reinforce- 
ments when Velasco evacuated that 
city. 

The correspondents said that while 
the sending of news from the front 
was not entirely prohibited, it was 
censored so severely as to be all but 
worthless. Villa, they said, com- 
pelled Mr. Cunard-Cummins to run 
the risk of carrying a demand for 
the surrender of Torreon to General 
Velasco, the trip being made under 
protest, and during which Mr. Cum- 
mins was fired upon. 

Heavy fighting is going on at Tam- 
pico and there is a report that it has 
been captured by the rebels. . 

Heavy Losses at Tampico. 

Washington, April 19.-Officials 
here are gravely anxious for the 
safety of foreign property in the 
Tampico district, where valuable oil 
plants already have been destroyed, 
and other properties, valued at mil- 
lions, are threatened by Mexican con- 
stitutionalists and federal she Is. 

Dispatches today told of the burn- 
ing of warehouses belonging to a 
German company, with a loss of half 
a million dollars, and of imminent 
danger to the immensely valuable 
plant of the Waters-Pierce Oil Re- 
finery. This plant, the navy depart- 
ment learned today, has been oc- 
cupied by attacking forces the past 
few days, and as a consequence shell | 
after shell has been poured into it 
from federal gunboats in the harbor.
